The  Mayor’s  Summer 
Youth  program  in  the  OMI  is 
off  to  a  roaring  start.  Two 
gifted  and  knowledgeable 
young  people  have  been 
selected  to  administer  the 
program.  Area  Supervisor 
Erroll  Jackson,  21,  has  at¬ 
tended  San  Francisco  City 
College  and  was  the  OMI 
ARea  Supervisor  last  sum¬ 
mer.  James  Troutt,  21  is  a 
student  at  San  Jose  City  and 
plans  to  attend  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  State  College  next 
semester.  Both  young  men 
have  some  exciting  ideas 
that  they  intend  to  imple¬ 
ment  this  summer. 

The  SYP  will  feature  a 
new  component  this  sum¬ 
mer.  Approximately  120 
young  people  in  the  program 
will  participate  in  an  educa¬ 
tional  experience.  The  in¬ 
structional  content  of  the 
program  will  be  geared 
around  the  mastery  of  basic 
employable  skills.  Teachers 
paid  by  the  SAn  Francisco 
Unified  School  District  and 
residing  in  the  community, 
will  instruct  students  in  the 
areas  of  typing,  communica¬ 
tion  skills,  counseling,  and 
physical  education.  The  pro¬ 
gram  will  be  different  from  a 
regular  school  program  in 
that  it  will  provide  three  ap¬ 
proaches  to  learning:  tradi¬ 
tional  classes,  experimen- 
talo  classes,  and  workshop- 
projects.  Emphasis  will  be 


on  personalized  learning 
through  individual  and  small 
group  attention  and  on  mov¬ 
ing  beyond  the  classroom 
confines  and  into  the  com¬ 
munity.  The  students  will 
take  field  trips,  write  jour¬ 
nals,  and  participate  in  a 
number  of  activities.  The 
educational  program  and 
design  will  be  coordinated  by 
OMICA  Vice-President, 
Veronica  Hunnicutt,  Erroll 
Jackson,  and  James  Troutt. 

All  students  hired  in  the 
program  must  come  from  a 
family  with  a  maximum 
personal  income  set  by 
federal  standards.  It  is  an¬ 
ticipated  that  more  than  900 
youths  will  apply  for  the  254 
available  youth  slots. 
Therefore,  only  one  youth 
per  family  will  be  selected  to 
participate  in  the  program. 
Students  enrolled  in  the  SYP 
will  earn  5  units  of  credit  as  a 
result  of  their  involvement  in 
the  program. 

Persons  or  groups  (non¬ 
profit)  interested  in  pro¬ 
viding  a  job  site  for  the  pro¬ 
gram  are  asked  to  call  the 
OMICA  before  June  9,  1978 
(requests  will  be  accepted 
all  summer  however)  at 
584-8189.  Erroll  and  James 
are  particularly  interested 
in  finding  challenging  job 
sites  where  students  could 
develop  meaningful  and 
employable  skills  that  can  be 
used  when  they  are  adults.

Bronwyn  Belling,  Housing  Conservation  Institute  (HCI)  Pro¬ 
ject  Coordinator,  has  resigned  to  take  a  position  with  the 
Urban  Reinvestment  Task  Force,  the  federally  supported 
agency  that  funds  Neighborhood  Preservation  Projects. 
Bronwyn  will  be  sorely  missed,  as  she  has  been  a  tremendous 
help  to  the  Ocean  Avenue  Merchants  Association, 
neighborhood  groups  and  homeowners. 

LOAN  PROGRAM  WILL  EXPAND:  The  Ingleside  CHFA 
(State  of  California  Housing  Finance  Agency,  7-1/4%  loans) 
Project  may  be  expanded  soon. 

The  CHFA  Board  meets  on  June  20  and  will  consider  a  re¬ 
quest  made  by  OMI,  HCI  and  the  City  of  San  Francisco  to  ex¬ 
tend  the  boundaries  to: 

—  Highway  280  on  the  south  and  east 

—  Junipero  Serra  on  the  west 

—  Holloway,  Ashton,  Ocean  Avenue  on  the  north 

This  change  is  the  result  of  the  strong  interest  of  the  OMI 
Association  and  area  residents.  A  total  of  over  $600,000  in 
loans  have  either  been  approved  or  are  in  process.  The  new 
area  designation  will  make  HCI  free  homeowner  services 
available  in  the  broad  area  of  OMI.

THE  OCEAN  AVENUE  MERCHANTS  ASSOCIATION:  At 
their  meeting  on  May  24,  the  Association  considered  major 
signs  identifying  the  Ocean  Avenue  Commercial  District. 

Location  is 
being  coordinated  with  the  Muni  and  construction  is  planned 
for  late  summer.

The  Supervisors’  Finance 
Committee  ( Kopp,  Hutch, 
Dolson)  recently  cut  the 
’78-’79  Mayor’s  budget  pro¬ 
posal  by  $62.1  million  dollars 
and  our  own  reductions  were 
affirmed  by  the  full  Board  by 
an  8-3  vote.  As  a  result,  City 
spending  will  be  held  to  last 
year’s  level  except  for  those 
increased  amounts  auto¬ 
matically  provided  for  in  the 
Charter. 

Labor  negotiations  with 
unions  representing  City 
employees  are  conducted 
under  the  guidance  of  the 
Board’s  Legislative  and  Per¬ 
sonnel  Committee  (Molinari, 
White,  Dolson).  We  were 
well  satisfied  that  all  but  two 
civil  service  unions  did  sign 
and  approve  their  annual 
contracts.  But  there  is  a  cur¬ 
rent  cloud  over  our  City  Hall 
employees  which  is  giving 
most  of  them  nightmares. 

Because  most  taxpayers 
are  absolutely  furious  at 
skyrocketing  government 
costs,  the  worry  which  right 
now  overshadows  the  City 
Hall,  is  the  threat  of  Proposi¬ 
tion  13  (Jarvis-Gann).  If 
Proposition  13  passes,  there 
would  be  no  chance  for  the 
Behr  Bill  (Proposition  8)  to 
pass  regardless  of  the  size  of 


its  vote.  Behr  would  be 
cancelled  under  other  provi¬ 
sions  of  State  Law  and  could 
not  become  effective  even  if 
Proposition  13  passes  by  a 
slimmer  margin. 

In  a  nutshell,  Proposition 
13  would  cut  San  Francisco 
real  property  taxes  by  57%. 
All  property  owners, 
business  or  homeowners, 
would  get  the  same  57% 
relief.  Whether  or  not  we 
would  replace  the  lost 
revenue  with  other  forms  of 
taxes  would  be  left  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors.  State 
and  Federal  emergency  help 
might  come  to  us,  but  this  is 
not  certain.  The  impact  on 
the  public  schools  would  be 
particularly  severe. 

However,  were  Jarvis- 
Gann  to  pass,  I  would  expect 
its  full  effect  not  to  be  felt  for 
years  —  if  ever.  The  Mayor 
would  most  likely  declare  an 
Emergency  and  undertake 
to  use  extraordinary  power 
to  circumvent  cuts  and,  fur¬ 
ther,  law  suits  would  be  in¬ 
stituted  to  block  the  im¬ 
mediate  effect  of  the  act,  and 
these  law  suits  could  drag  on 
for  years.  In  any  event,  there 
is  still  good  reason  to  expect 
everyone  to  have  a  good 
summer.

The  climaxing  communal 
enterprise  at  the  picnic  was 
the  design  and  execution  of  a 
clay-model  mural  maintain¬ 
ing  the  theme:  “THINK! 
Why  Destroy?”  Anyone  who 
wished  was  allowed  to  con¬ 
tribute  a  figure  to  the  color¬ 
ful  piece,  which  is  displayed 
in  the  OMICA  office.  The 
Gomez  family  again 
directed  the  artistic  action. 

The  Park  is  named  for  the 
Brooks’,  who  occupied  the 
hilltop  for  over  thirty  years 
after  constructing  their  two- 
level  redwood  residence  and 
planting  gardens.  When  they 
moved  down  the  Peninsula 
in  the  60’s,  they  made  their 
unique  property  available 
for  sale,  preferring  that  it  be 
for  public  rather  than 
private  development.  In  Oc¬ 
tober,  1966,  the  City  (with 
Federal  aid)  purchased  the 
scenic  spot. 

Subsequent  acts  of  van¬ 
dalism  reduced  the  building 
to  ruins.  Park  and  Recrea¬ 
tion  people  were  forced  to 
bulldoze  the  shell  of  the 
arson-damaged  building. 

This  year,  Lonnie  Lawson 
sparked  a  neighborhood  ef¬ 
fort  to  bring  amenities  to  the 
area.  Before  this  was  com¬ 
pleted,  the  vandalism  of 
April  10  occurred. 

However,  the  May  20 
celebration  proved  that 
restoration  is  again  in  order, 
“with  a  little  help  from  our 
friends.” 

“At  least  a  dozen  young 
people  came  up  there  Friday 
while  I  was  there,  wanting  to 
do  something  to  help,”  said 
Lawson.  “And  some  of  them 

were  those  who  did  th^ 

damage  in  the  first  place.” 

Group  singing,  led  by 
members  of  “Hubcap” 
(Hank,  Robert,  John  and 
Claudia  Gomez  and  Denise 
Burgess),  featured  new 
lyrics  to  old  tunes,  among 
them  “It’s  a  Grand  Old 
Place”  (with  apologies  to 
George  M.  Cohan)  and 
“Strolling  Thru  the  Park.” 

Potluck  luncheon  was  pro¬ 
vided  with  the  delectable 
barbecued  chicken  and  ribs 
prepared  by  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Chester  Toney,  who  of¬ 
ficiated  at  his  special,  por¬ 
table  grill  equipment.  Other 
food  services  of  the  ample 
lunch  were  coordinated  by 
Mrs.  Viola  Hines  assisted  by 
Bertha  Reid  and  Lois  Col¬ 
lins.

JOSE  ORTEGA/BROOKS  PARK 


Among  those  in  atten¬ 
dance  at  the  Brooks  Park 
dedication  was  Walter  J. 
Morris,  Principal  for  12 
years  at  Jose  Ortega  School 
which  is  adjacent  to  the 
Park.  “I  am  exceedingly 
pleased  that  the  community 
is  taking  active  part  in 
rebuilding  the  park.” 

Morris  recalled  a  continu¬ 
ing  relationship  between  the 
school  and  the  park.  When 
the  school  was  overcrowded, 
special  classes  were  held  in 
the  building  (since  destroyed 
by  fire). 

Trees  planted  over  a  ten 


year  period  on  Arbor  Day  on 
the  perifery  of  the  park  can 
be  seen  from  the  school. 

“The  community  has 
found  the  key,”  said  Morris 
recalling  that  one  long  Sun¬ 
day  about  three  years  ago  22 
boys  broke  into  the  school’s 
supply  room  and  created  in¬ 
credible  senseless  damage. 
He  searched  out  his  culprits, 
visited  the  homes,  held  an 
OMI  community  meeting, 
and  got  the  guilty  to  take 
responsibility  for  payment. 
“This  year,  our  school  has 
one  of  the  finest  records  in 
the  city”

San  Francisco  Municipal 
Railway’s  $16  million  Muni 
Rail  Center  features  bays,  a 
completely  modern  machine 
shop  with  shop-support 
facilities. 

The  facility,  at  2200  San 
Jose  Ave.  in  an  area  bounded 
by  Geneva,  San  Jose  and 
Ocean  Avenues  and  BART’s 
Balboa  Park  Station,  is 
designed  to  house  the  new 
fleet  of  Standard  Light  Rail 
Vehicles  (LRVs),  expected 
to  be  delivered  in  late  1978  or 
into  1979  by  Boeing  Vertol.  It 
also  contains  a  maintenance 
and  cleaning  operations 
department  and  a  terminal 
for  “K”  Ingleside  and  “M” 
Oceanview  lines.  These  lines 
will  interconnect  with 
BART’s  Balboa  Park  Sta¬ 
tion. 

In  addition,  repair  service 
is  performed  on  all  present 
streetcars  —  the  J-Church, 
K-Ingleside,  L-Taraval, 
M-Oceanview  and  N-Judah 
lines,  in  Metro  Center’s 
108,000  square-feet  shop 
building. 

Metro  Center,  which  will 
house  100  LRV’s,  contains 
some  12,530  linear  feet  of 
track  (or  2.4  miles). 

The  shop  building  includes 
offices  for  supervisors  and 
foremen,  storerooms,  a 
machine  shop,  overhaul 
shop,  electronic  shop,  paint 
shop,  car-wash,  car-cleaning 
operation,  fare  collection 
service  and  running  repair 
shop  facilities. 

The  Metro  Center  has  been 
designed  to  provide  counter¬ 
clockwise  operations 
throughout  the  plant,  thus 
eliminating  all  backup.  In 
clearing  the  grounds  for  the 
new  facility,  the  Ocean  Divi¬ 
sion  diesel  bus  facilities 


were’  moved  to  the  new 
Woods’  Motor  at  22nd  and  In¬ 
diana  Streets  and  the  struc¬ 
tures  were  demolished  in 
July.  1975. 

Elkton  Shop,  built  in  1907 
on  what  was  once  truck¬ 
farming  area,  had  its  inter¬ 
nal  shop  facilities  transfer¬ 
red  to  the  new  Muni  Metro 
Rail  Center  prior  to  the  raz¬ 
ing  of  the  old  wooden-frame 
building  in  June,  1977. 

The  area  once  occupied  by 
the  Elkton  Shops  is  now  a 
storage  complex  for  the  new 
LRVs. 

A  Muni  terminal  adjacent 
to  the  BART  Balboa  Park 
Station  has  been  con¬ 
structed.  It  will  accom¬ 
modate  the  K-Ingleside  and 
M-Oceanview  lines  and  will 
permit  a  direct  across-the- 
platform  transfer  of  BART 
and  Muni  passengers.  The 
M-Line  extension  is  a  mile 
long;  a  two-mile  extension  of 
the  J-Church  line  to  the  Muni 
Metro  Center  is  planned. 

The  latter  route  will 
become  a  full  service  line, 
substantially  cutting  down 
“dead-head”  time;  thus, 
Muni  will  be  a  “total  flex¬ 
ibility”  system. 

Among  other  features,  the 
Muni  Metro  Rail  Center  has 
a  water-recycling  system  for 
washing  rail  equipment,  and 
a  waste-treatment  plant. 

Enhancing  the  appearance 
of  the  grounds,  about  three- 
fourths  of  an  acre  is  commit¬ 
ted  to  open  space  and  land¬ 
scaping  surrounding  Carroll 
Barnes’  dramatic  metal  art 
sculpture.

OUR  MASS  TRANSIT  HISTORY 

As  early  as  1871,  a  railroad  connected  the  Ocean  View 
district  with  downtown  San  Francisco.  The  tracks  ran  down 
Mission  Street  to  San  Jose  Ave.,  meandered  around  near  San 
Jose  Ave.  to  Sagamore  where  the  last  San  Francisco  station 
was  —  the  Lakeville  (or  Ocean  View)  Station.  From  there  the 
trains  continued  down  through  Colma  to  San  Mateo  and  final¬ 
ly,  San  Jose. 

The  line  was  owned  by  the  San  Jose  Railroad  Company, 
specifically  Messrs.  Donahue,  Newhall  and  Mayne.  These 
same  men  bought  up  the  Hayes  Valley  line  from  the  Market 
Street  Railroad  when  the  founder,  Thomas  Hayes,  ran  into 
financial  difficulty.  Hayes  had  obtained  his  franchise  in  1857, 
built  the  Market  Street  Railroad,  and  promptly  went  broke. 

Charles  Crocker,  one  of  the  Big  Four,  bought  other  sections 
of  the  failing  system  for  the  Southern  Pacific  Railroad,  even¬ 
tually  buying  the  San  Jose  line,  too,  and  consolidating  much 
of  San  Francisco’s  rail  and  trolly  companies  into  the  large 
Market  Street  Railroad  Company 

The  rail  and  trolly  system  was  then  electrified  and  an  ex¬ 
tension  from  San  Jose  Avenue  down  Ocean  Avenue  to 
Junipero  Serra  was  built.  In  1898,  the  Ingleside  Station,  near 
the  corner  of  Plymouth  and  Holloway,  was  built  to  accom¬ 
modate  the  crowds  going  to  the  new  Ingleside  Race  Track. 
Crocker  was  probably  personally  instrumental  in  the 
building  of  this  station,  since  he  was  also  on  the  board  of 
directors  for  the  Pacific  Jockey  Club,  owners  of  the  track. 

The  Ingleside  Station  stood  until  the  1906  earthquake,  when 
it  was  used  for  a  distribution  center  for  clothes  and  food. 
Records  fizzle  out  at  this  point,  so  the  fate  of  this  station  is 
still  a  mystery. 


The  Elkton  Shops  were  the  center  repair  and  fabrication 
facility  for  the  Market  Street  Railroad.  In  these  early  years, 
300  men  were  employed  at  the  yard  to  run  complete 
blacksmithing,  carpentry,  painting,  electrical  and  fabrica 
tion  shops.  Most  of  the  early  trolly  cars  were  built  at  this 
shop. 

In  January,  1926,  the  city  of  San  Francisco  offered  $36 
million  to  the  Market  Street  Railroad  for  their  system.  A 
bond  had  been  passed  by  the  citizens  to  municipalize 
transportation  —  one  of  the  last  big  purchases  made  by  the 
city.  Extensive  repairs  were  made  on  the  lines  and  the  trolly 
was  extended  beyond  Ocean  Ave.  to  the  beach  via  Sloat  Blvd. 

The  system  changed  little  until  the  1960’s,  when  BART  and 
the  new  Muni  Metro  revitalized  public  transportation.  A  new 
Muni  Metro  Center  replaced  the  old  Elkton  Shops  and  soon 
the  new  LRV  (Light  Rail  Vehicles)  will  be  zipping  along  the 
tracks.  One  thing  will  not  change,  and  that  is  the  Muni 
driver. 

Muni  drivers  are  an  institution  in  San  Francisco;  everyone 
has  a  compliment  or  a  complaint  or  a  funny  story  about 
them.  But  there  are  no  city  employees  quite  like  them.  A 
conductor,  D.  Donohue,  published  a  poem  in  the  1940’s  about 
the  Muni  system,  reprinted  here  in  part. 

“From  down  the  Ferry  Loop  to  the  Ocean’s  shore, 
These  numbered  cars  traverse  the  city  all  o’er. 

Coming  out  Market  the  routes  spread  like  a  fan, 

And  each  car  is  handled  by  a  skilled  motorman.” 


The  Geneva  Car  Barn  was  built  in  1900  as  a  repair  facility 
for  the  Market  Street  Railroad.  It  later  expanded  across  the 
street  to  the  Elkton  Shops.  The  Geneva  Car  Barn  is  a  graceful 
Victorian  building  on  the  corner  of  San  Jose  Ave.  and 
Geneva.  It  was  heavily  damaged  during  the  1960  quake;  the 
red  brick  walls  were  severely  cracked  and  the  foundation 
looked  very  unsound.  But  the  Geneva  Car  Barns  were  last  on 
the  list  to  get  rebuilt.  No  one  seemed  to  mind  too  much  if  the 
beautiful  curved  windows  had  ugly  wooden  cross-braces  to 
hold  them  up,  and  what’s  a  little  sag  in  the  foundation  to  a 
trolly  car?  This  attitude  has  prevailed  through  the  years  ;  the 
building  is  still  not  repaired,  nor  is  it  scheduled  for  demoli¬ 
tion. 

The  Elkton  Station  is  another  mystery  on  the  line  near  San 
Jose  and  Ocean  Ave.  This  station  was  torn  down  to  build  the 
Elkton  Shops  in  1907  and  little  is  known  of  it  but  rumor.

OMI 


Do  you  have  preschool-age 
children?  Are  you  interested 
in  an  educational  program 
for  your  child?  Every  year 
many  parents  in  the  OMI 
and  throughout  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  look  for  a  preschool 
program,  but  they  find  that 
there  are  few  programs  in 
existence  and  that 
preschools  are  sometimes 
very  expensive.  There  is  one 
free  educational  preschool 
program  funded  by  the 
Federal  government  —  Head 
Start.  After  over  ten  years  in 
existence,  Head  Start  is  still 
designated  an  “experimen¬ 
tal”  program  and  is  design¬ 
ed  to  serve  only  a  few,  low- 
income  families.  Head  Start 
is  limited  by  Federal 
guidelines  to  providing  a 
half-day  educational  pro¬ 
gram  for  children  ages  3  to  5 

Last  year  there  was  no 
Head  Start  program  in  the 
OMI  at  all.  (The  Head  Start 
center  on  Ocean  Avenue  lost 
their  lease  when  the  Voice  of 
Pentecost  bought  the  El  Rey 
Theater  and  the  adjoining 
buildings. 

Beginning  September,  1978, 
Head  Start  has  been  funded 
to  serve  additional  families 
(about  800  families  for  all  of 
San  Francisco).  Mission 
Head  Start  is  expanding  to 
include  the  Outer  Mission, 
the  Excelsior,  and  the  OMI. 

WHERE  WILL  THE 
HEAD  START  PROGRAM 
BE  LOCATED?  That’s  a 
good  question.  We  were  hop¬ 
ing  that  perhaps  if  the  OMI- 
CA  would  be  given  the  use  of 
all  of  Farragut  School,  Head 
Start  would  be  located  there. 
But  that  does  not  look  like  an 
immediate  possibility.

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We  are  looking  for  a 
street  level  site  -  able  to 
meet  state  licensing  regula¬ 
tions  —  with  at  least  750 
square  feet  of  space, 
bathroom  facilities,  and 
some  sort  of  accessible  out¬ 
door  area  that  could  be  used 
as  a  play  yard.  The  site 
should  be  on  a  street  with 
public  transportation 

Another  possibility  would 
be  to  have  several  home 
sjtes  in  the  OMI.  Head  Start 
could  set  up  an  educational 
program  in  private  homes 
with  each  home  serving  five 
or  six  children,  ages  three  to 
five,  from  low-income 
families.  Head  Start  would 
train  and  pay  the  person  pro¬ 
viding  the  program  in 
his/her  home  and  would  pro¬ 
vide  a  visiting  certified 
teacher  as  well  as  arrange 
larger  group  activities  at  a 
Head  Start  center,  special 
equipment,  etc.  These  home 
sites  would  have  to  meet  the 
state  licensing  regulations. 
Head  Start  would  work  with 
the  person  providing  the 
home  site  to  get  the  home 
licensed.  Still  another 
possibility  might  be  that 
already  licensed  homes  have 
openings  and  could  work 
with  Head  Start  to  set  up  an 
educational  program. 

Another  important  aspect 
of  Head  Start  is  mainstream¬ 
ing  handicapped  children. 
Head  Start  is  very  interested 
in  locating  handicapped 
children  who  can  benefit 
from  a  half  day  educational 
program,  and  being  around 
other  children.  ■
